This coamat, ntthough some 200000000 miles
from s poriheton, whieh it will oot pench for
throe months, shows n belght tall sl o star-
ke uueleus, The inferonee s fuir thit
e comet i8 a very lnege  one, and thot
when it geww fnto our neighborhiood
It will presont n magnificent  nppearangso,
Maoreoyer, Prof, Chundler's figures sliow that
the vomet I8 plunging alimost stenlght st the
sun, whileh it will probably appronch withio
i miles, The only other comets, in the
longg list of those bodies whose arbits hivve Deen
enlouluted, whivh appronched nnythiog Hke ns
newe Lo the sut hs this are the pomot of 470 13,
L, the comet of 1608, the pomet of 16RO, aften
aalled Nowton's somet, the comet of 1843, and
the eomet of 1880, The last nnmed was ob-

the neurness of the approach of the somiet of
1680 whideh led Newton to antlelpate possible
poril to tho enrth from the fall of wgreat comet
Inta the sun, This is oot the popadar view of
the danger from cometa, the fenr usundly belng
that they may strike the oarth, or produee pes-
thlenee by mimgling the subatanee of their tails
with our atmosphere, OF Intes the other view
hos been mude more consplenous. espoctully
sinon Mr. Proctor’s recent article on what he
culls the monaving eomot of 1880, which he nn-
ticlpntes moy return o THUT. )

The appenrance of this new comet on the
heels of the discussion awakened by Mr, Proe-
tor's suggostion gives the subinet renowml fne
terest, especinlly in view of the spnouncesiment
that the coming eomet I8 golng so close ta the
sun. Unless the enleulntors have mude n very
great blunder it will poss throngh the eorona,
